it will be necessary to put at the head of 
the Government a man of iron will, of 
sound judgment, and of dauntless courage, 
wk ose power and lnlluence will be felt 
throughout the country. The lot would 
fall to Grant. However strongly opposed 
many Republicans may be to the third- 
term theory, th« y acknowledge the deep 
significance of tho present

of national affairs, and they begin to feel 
that “a man of Cromwellian breed and 
blood” like Grant is needed at the helm. 
The exegencies of the hour in I''GO raised 
up in a prairie town of Illinois, one of the

the Metropolitan police force, which Is in 
sympathy with the anti-Bowman party, 
lookjplace, at |which time a party of the 
deputies, 
numbering some twelyo or 
fifteen, 
headed 
by 
the 
Mayor, 
marched 
from 
the market 
house 
which is now used as their headquarters, 
to the engine house, the lower part 
ot 
which 19 occupied by the Metropolitan 
farce as a station house. 
When Bowman 
headed his party of deputies, aud marched 
to the Metropolitan Station, they immed­ 
iately bolled the door ut the building and 
repaired to t^* second story, which has 
tor sonic time been used as 
a council 
chamber for the Wider Council and an 
armory lur the police. 
Here they hur­ 
riedly 
seized their 
murderous-looking 
Springfield rules, a ( ase of which was 
sent them at the brining of the troubles, 
and swore to stand by the station ani their 
party or die in the attempt. 
They were 
nit-numbered byj the Deputy 
Marshal. 
lint two men were In the station at the 
time of the attack. When the Bowmau 
party approached and demanded admit­ 
tance, they were refused and ordered w> 
leave the place.

N e y ille , also a deputy, was killed, the ball 
entering the right side of the head from 
the top, an i ringing down and backward. 
Deputy Jim O'Brien was next brought to 
the ground, the ball passing into bi9 left 
side. So far as can be learned none of the 
Metropolitans are injured. The two dead 
men were carried away by friends almost 
the instant they fell, and it is said that 
several shots were fired at the parties. 
The deputies 
liccame 
completely de­ 
moralized, and fell back to their headquar­ 
ters under a heavy fire from their enemy. 
A number of shots were fired at Bowman, 
but uone hit him. 
The town is in an intense state of excite* 
m eat The streets are crowded with meo, 
women and children. Great fears arc ex­ 
presses! by a largo number of citizens that 
the tramp element, which i9 very numer­ 
ous, will make no demonstration, and that 
Kenos of rapine, outrage, and murder will 
ta* enacted, it is also rumored that under 
coyer of darkness to night a trench will bo 
dug to the (Metropolitan Station, a keg of 
powder placed tinder it, and the building, 
with all in it, blown into eternity.

Origin of Diphtheria. 
Diphtheria Is believed to have originated 
in Egypt, more than two thousand years 
ago. It prevailed in Egypt and Asia Mi­ 
nor, to which it extended, during the first 
GOO years, and hence was early called 
Egyptian or Syriac disease. Having in­ 
vaded Europe, the disease appeared at 
Rome, A. D.t 330 ; and being axin to the 
plague, of which it may be a remote mod­ 
ification, having had the same origin, with 
some similar characteristics, and being like 
it and malignant typhus highly contagious, 
the disease, in Its 1,500 years* transit on the 
continent of Europe, affected mainly rural 
districts and garrisoned towns. It had 
extended to Holland, in which it was epi­ 
demic m 1337 ; to £ans, in 1570 ; and ap - 
peered in America in 1771; haying pre­ 
vailed more extensively in France in ISIS 
and 1335, and in England and the Unwed 
States from 1856 to I860, and more or less 
since. In both oily and country, more 
cases baya occurred, other things being 
equal, in warm autumnal and winter 
weather in damp localities, where the air 
i9 almost destitute of ozone, a powerful 
disinfectant, and being saturated with 
moisture is in a low or negative electrical 
state, thus letting down the positive elec­ 
trical condition of the nervous system, and 
correspondingly diminishing viUlity, In 
those predisposed to the disease. Damp 
air also, doubtless, by diminishing the 
cutaneous exhalation, and otherwise, ma 
increase the predisposition to this os we 
os other kindred diseases.—Dr. K. R. Max• 
son.

A Poverty-Stricken Man in Luck. 
Prom the Cincinnati Times. 
It was during the war that a well-known 
business man of this city kept gossip going, 
aud ins money, too, in the whirl and ex­ 
citement of a fast lite. He had large army 
contracts, and from them bls resources 
came. The money easily obtained, was In 
truth thrown away. He had barrels of it;
